Great poetry i? ;iniMiv tli.-it 
deals with the fuiKi.imcnlal 
ideas of ihc universe, st.ttod 
.Mfrrd Nnyrs. well kjiown F.np- 
lish poet and lecturer in Moyse 
Hall yesterday. Dr. Noycs was 
introduced and tliankcd by Prin- 
cipal F. Cyril James. Over si.\ 
hundred students attended. 

Speaking on the subject "Modern 
Poetry", Dr. Noyes defined modern 
poetry as d.iting back to Shake- 
speare, whom he described as the 
greatest of all poets. He then trac- 
ed the course of the works of the 
great poets of the centuries since 
Shakespeare's time, and showed 
how each. Pope, Burn.«. Browning 
Swinburn. Tennyson and so on, had 
•in their best poetry expressed their 
sentiments on the fundamental 
questions of man and his universe.

Applications Now Being Re- 
ceived lor Scboiarsliips 

Plan Aims at Interchange 
Viewpoints Among Canadian 
University Students 



Changes Require' 
ments 



University Suspends Ste- 
dent for JVon-Compli- 
ance with Compulsory 
Military Rules 



In order lo do away with paro- 
chial myopia and provincialism of 
outlook among Canadian university 
students, the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students is of- 
fering a number of Federation 
Scholarships to deserving students, 
under the Exchange of Undergrad- 
uates Plan. 

The recipients ot these scholar- 
ships are known as Federation 
Scholars. They arc g.ven their 
choice of universities, with the re- 
servation that the ur.iversiiy select- 
ed be in a zone other than that of 
the home university. Any male or 
female undergraduate of a Canad- 
ian University who has completed 
two years of university work may 
apply for a year's free tuition under 
the plan. 

Before a student is granted a Fed- 
eration Scholarship he must give as- 
surance that he will return to the 
home university at the end of the 
academic year. The plan permits of 
specialized study, which it might 
otherwise not be possible for the 
student to undertake. 

At present, there is one McGill 
student taking advantage of this 
exchange plan, Joan Edwards, who 
ij at the University of British Col- 
u m b i a. .Mlister MacDonald, of 
Acadia University, is enrolled at 
McGill under the plan, and is reg- 
istered in the Third year of the 
Faculty of Arts. 

The final purpose of the Ex- 
change of Undergraduates plan is 
the utmost interchange of view- 
points among students in various 
parts of Canada. It is hoped that 
Federation Scholars will not only 
carry with them to the exchange 
university the attitudes and outlook 
of their parent university students, 
but also bring back with them the 
viewpoint of the studer.'j: of the 
university in which they spent 
their year's study.

made by the l.'nivrr.iity Mili- 
tary committee on the order 
which amended the National 
War Service regulations. 

The laws exempting members of 
religious sects whose faith forbad«|MH 
military activities were dropped' 'w^^ 
substitute non-combatant training 
for the regular drill, the presently 
existing physical training and drill 
requirements being maintained and 
supplemented by special work to 
replace bayonet and musketry drilL 

It was authoritatively learned 
last r.iKht that » .student has been 
suiper.ded from the University for 
non-compliance with the régula, 
tions regarding compulsory military 
drill. However it was emphasized 
that once he had made up these re- 
quirements he would be reinstated. 

Gordon K. Stewart, one of the 
conscientious objectors who return- 
ed to lectures yesterday following 
the Senate's action stated he was 
"glad to be back." 

The full statement issued last 
night by Dr. F. Cyrtl James fol- 
lows: — 

Senate, at its meetlnf last w<ek, 
gave consideration to a report o£ 
the University Military Committee, 
follpwing upon the Order-in-Coun- 
cil of December 24th. 1940. amend- 
ing the National War Service Regu- 
lations. This Order varies some- 
what the previous provisions regard- 
ing Conscientious Objectors. 

Under the previous regulations of 
the Government the only people 
exempted from Mui-.Try Service 
were Mennonites, Doukabours and 
membei;s of a religious sect the 
tenets of which forbad the bearing 
of arms. Under the new Order there 
are no exemptions whatever frooi » 
requlrcnenl to undergo some tort 
ot training, but Mennonites, Douka- 
bours and individuals of any religi- 
ous denomination who, for reasons 
of principle conscientiously object 
to the bearing of arms or any form 
of combatant service may be called 
up by the Government for non- 
combatant training or service dur- 
ing a period equal to that of the 
military training ot their class, and ''ÉÊ 
paid at the same rates. 

Senate therefore decided that the 41 
University should continue to re- 
quire ot all male students a com- 
pulsory training program involvinc 
six hours a week. In the case of 
men claiming exemption, under the 
new Order, from combatant mili- 
tary training, a special course will 
be given, consislini of the present 
Physical Training and Drill require- 
ments, sifpplemeiited by special 
work to replace Bayonet and Mus- 
ketry Drill. 

Senate further decided that two 
students who had been suspended 
from the Vniversity under the pre- 
vious regulaiioiiii, should be allowed 
to tetuni. provided ihey were will- 
ing to undergo the special course of 
non-combatant training for consci- 
entious objectors. The two students 
concerned have signified their 
tentipii to return to the Uniyer(itot 
on these terms.

One fact was particularly noticeable 
Friday night, and that was the unrivaled 
enthusiasm of the McGiil rooters. To be 
sure, we were heavily outnumbered by 
Black Watch supporters, but our clirrrinp 
and general attitude in regard to support- 
ing the team was certainly a factor in the 
ultimate vielorj'. More suppon was civen 
the M.R.T.B. team from the spectators 
than any past McGill team has received in 
many years of playing in the Senior Group. 

It was only a few weeks apo that liic 
Battalion officers were speaking of orgaii- 
izinp n liculccy team to represent the unit 
in the forthcdmirip painr. o\-pr'(trd 
the team to put up a good fighi. but the 
decisive rout it exercised' over the visiting 
team was a prtnt .^urprisf. Tlir hniK! filso 
deservcg much more than honoiar}- men- 
tion — with a very short time to organize, 
and with the limited rehearsal' neceF'itfited 
by the complicated time-tables of this 
year, their prowess as a musical unit is 
spectacular. 

There is a constant need in college life 
for an outlet for student enthusiasm — in 
time of war. This was rurtailed by the 
elimination of iu'ercollfpiaie athletics. The 
Reserve Training BaUalion has tried to 
BOlve the problem at McGill by supplying 
sporting activities and at the same time 
organizing the student body into a unit 
which has a twofold sense of loyalty — that 
to the Bchoo! niid that lo tiie bntialioii. 

Somctvhere, Èoineiiow, an esprit dc 
corps has developed at McGill which show- 
ed early sipns of becoming the most unify- 
ing force to appear on tlic campus during 
the past decade. This spirit grew up in 
the platoons and .soon spread lo radi cidh- 
pany, witii the many intcrpiatoon and 
intercompany competitive activities. Fri- 
day's game brought to the fore the latent 
fighting spirit of the men and women of 
McGill as a single unit. We can not let 
that spirit wane. 

To have one game and then call it rjuits 
would be a great disappointment to every- 
one, whether they attend the university or 
not. A return mafh tviih tiic 'Kilties' 
should be a foregone conclusion. Jn addi- 
tion to this, there seems to be no reason 
why other games could not be organized 
along the lines of an inier-regimcul league. 
The Black Watch spoke of beating McGill

SERGE DIAGHILEV, by Scrfic Lif.nr; Putnam, 
New York, 1(140. I'P. 399: »5.00. 
Aware at how pitifully .short n time it takes 

the world, ovrr niovinn on and sreking new 
horizonF. to forpct oven the Rir.Ttost of it.': $ons. 
one of Sfrgo Dinghilevp l>o5t liolovrd pupils 
has written the story of his master's life, so 
that the world may remember the great artist 
and his contribution to Russian ballet. 

Very soon atter Dlaghllcv's death, and while 
still profoundly affected by that ovcnt. Lifar 
resolved to set down cverythlnR he could re- 
member from the first day.'; to the last. "Then," 
says the author lest 1 should omit any of those 
vivid fleeting dctftila which seem meaningless 
alone but in the absence of which I could not 
hope to evoke him, and again, boeausc they 
might seem out of plnoe in n furm.nl biograpliy. 
1 decided it prefcr.nblc to relate— not Diaphilev's 
life— but my own. in .'o far as it is linked with 
his in Ihc years 1923-29." 

This pupil, whose life was so inseparably 
bound up with that of his master's, was at the 
time this book was wrlttèn, "maître de ballel, 
premier danacur, étoile du theatre nationale. 
Paris". 

As if the close relalion.«hip between the two 
and the nearness of the undimmcd events 
were not sufficient to lift this biography to the 
plane of authenticity, the author has added to 
his own memoirs and diaries the letters ol 
Srrpe Tavlovitch Diaghilev to himself and 
DiBRhilev's personal papers. 

The book it.«elf i? divided into two parts. The 
first part, entitled "Book 1: Diaghilev" is the 
straightforward history ot the Russian ballet. 
Lifar deals first of all with the young Diaghilev. 
He was reared, he tells us. not In St. Peters- 
burg or Mc'cow. but in Bikbardn. There he 
iivod, surrounded by all that was Russia- 
there he learned to love the simple Russian 
landscape— to love everything Russian; and It 
was that immense, whole-hea'rted anxious love, 
the author believes, which in a great measure 
determined not only his artistic bias, but "the 
artistic predilections of the la;er Diaghilev, 
founder and editor of 'The World of Art' ". 
Then follows what Lifar can.<: the "World of 
Art" epoch and he takes us from its earliest 
conception in Diaghilev's mind, to its very last 
days. This magazine of the arts was a prime 
necessity lo painters, muficians and even 
writer?, and if we read the title in a wider 
sense, it does mark a great epoch, Lifar be- 
lieves, both in regard to Russian art and Rus- 
sian culture. 

He then moves on to the Russian Ballet, and 
tells its story from the beginning until the 
death of Diaghilev, its creator. This part of 
the book, though pcrhap.s not as interesting to 
the layman as the latter part lentitlcd "Book 
II: with Diaghilev"), nevertheless is an ade- 
quate account of the history of the Ballet Russe, 
during this period. The whole section Is alive 
with the names of grc:it daiiccis. the more 
mention of wiiich conju.'Cs up cndlc.-s lK-:uiti- 
ful unforgettable visions in (he mind.s of those 
who have seen them dance, or even know their 
legend— Pavlova, Nijinsky, Fokine, Massine, 
Kokno, Lifar. 

The last book, is almost a separate entity, 
so differently ;f il from lino firjt. It deals with 
Diaphiievs life from the year 1923 until his 
dea'h in 1929. An "intimate biography"— writ- 
ten with a great tenderness, and permeated 
with the great love, indeed, worshipful devo- 
tion which SC'rge Lifar had for this man who 
was hit very god. 

Dedicated to "the glorious memory of Diaghi- 
lev", the book constitutes "the most adequate 
study to date, of the founder of the Ballet 
Russe". 

The whole thing forms an absorbing tale 
which should be of interest not only to lovers 
of the dance but to the general reading public. 
It gives us an insight into Diaghilev the man- 
it follows him from the beginning of his rela- 
tionship with Lifar to the last six years of his 
life, and even takes us at last to the solemn 
quiet which reigns on the island of San Michèle, 
and to the words carved on a stone there: 
"Venise inspiratrice étemelle de nos apaise- 
ments' I Venice, eternal inspirer of all that 
bnngt peace). — J. E. M.

Tticy justify 
this assumpUon on the basis that anyone who 
led the existence described in {his Jotmial could 
not have survived to t«U the tale. , , .

If one had lo choose the most Im- 
portant disease in the list of human 
Illnesses it is probable that Influ- 
enza would bo the choice. The com- 
mon cold has a great deal of nuis- 
ance value, hut it never produces 
the dcvastn!ing effects of influenza. 
The creat rpidemlc of 1!)1S. which 
vi.Mtort nearly every comer of the 
world, is believed to have killed 
upwards of 10,000,000 people. In 
all the history of mankind no other 
pe.«tilencc has equalled that In in- 
tensity. 

In 19IS doctors were under the 
deIu.sion that the cause of Influenza 
was known. It was thought lo be 
a small rod-like organism. Il soon 
became apparent however, that this 
was a mistake and It was not until 
some 14 years later that the true 
nature of the disea.çe was discover- 
ed. It now seems certain that in- 
fluenza is a so called viru.s disease. 
That is, the active agent is a thing 
too small to be seen with the mic- 
roscope and so small that it can 
pa^s through fine porcelain filters. 
Viruses arc intensely interesting to 
scientists becau.!o of their size and 
properties. They possess many ot 
the characteristics of life, but their 
size is no larger than some mole- 
cules. A large number of viruses 
are recognized now although the in- 
ductive method must be used in 
their recognition for ihey can not 
be seen. Perhap.^ the new electron 
microscope will bring thi»m Inter 
view. 

Epidemics ot Influenza visit us 
very frequently. Some statistlciana 
have traced a thirty-two weeks' 
cycle, but this Is questionable. Tnerc 
wa.s an epidemic in Montreal in 
1939 and agiin in November 1940. 
The usual epidemic descends on the 
community like a whirlwind, stays 
for a few weeks and disappears 
The afflicted individual character- 
istically i.- prostrated for tiiree dayi 
witii fever and malaise and then 
emerges from retirement looking a 
little the worse for wear and feel- 
ing rather low both physically and 
mentally. It is believed that the 
diicsse is chiefly communicable 
during its initial stages and that is 
why quarantine measures are rath- 
er ineffective, for the damage may 
be done before the victim knows he 
is sick. 

There is no known cure for in- 
fluenza. The various salts of salicy- 
lic acid seem to help greatly in the 
relief of symptoms, but probably do 
not exert any curative effects. The 
important, and usually the inevit- 
able thing to do. Is to go to bed 
and wait until recovery takes place. 
Immunity lo the disease which Li 
acquired during convalescence 
probably does not la^t for more 
than a few mçnths. 

From what his been satd ;t might 
be wondered why influenza should 
rank so high as a serious disease. 
The reason is this. Periodically the 
disease takes on a most sinister as- 
pect and becomes exceedingly fatal.

In some pcspcvl,'; rr.«c<irch in influ- 
enza is the mofi important modical 
research whidi .-an be imrieriakcn 
for the farther we jci from 'he 
epidemic of 1918 the nearer we get 
in all probability to the next major 
epidemic.
